1 . Claims 72-75 are pending in the application. 



Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed on Feb. 2, 2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive regarding indefiniteness, prior art and utility rejections. In regard to 
indefiniteness rejections, the examiner does not agree with the applicants arguments 
that these terms are defined in the specification and therefore, need not to be defined in 
the claims. The claim language has to be definite. In regard to prior art and utility 
rejections, the examiner does not agree with the applicants arguments that the instant 
free radical intermediates are not anticipated by the cited references. The applicants did 
not provide evidence that these free intermediates can actually be prepared and 
isolated and furthermore, how do they differ from the cited compounds? Do they have 
different properties, superior activity etc.?

3. All rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 35 U.S.C. 102(a),102(b) and 
35 U.S.C. 101 are maintained for the reasons of record.
